DOUBTS GROW 
OVER £45m PUN

CRUCIAL talks are to be held to 
save the £45 million redevelop¬ 
ment of Oswestry’s Smithfield 
site after the future of the am¬ 
bitious project was thrown into 
doubt. 

Fears have been raised that Cine- 
world could pull out as the operator 
of the site’s proposed five-screen cin¬ 
ema while Morrisons has questioned 
whether it would be viable to run a su¬ 
permarket at the complex in the wake 
of a rival bid by Aldi to open a second 
store in the town. 

Workers have already demolished 
Oswestry’s historic tollhouse to make way 
for the new Aldi supermarket on Shrews¬ 
bury Road. The demolition went ahead 
despite a bid by Oswestry Town Council to 
save the 200-year-old building. 

The £45 million Smithfield complex, 
which is being built on half of the town’s 
former livestock market and is also set to 
include a Frankie & Bennys restaurant and 
a McDonalds, is expected to open next year. 

A new state-of-the-art livestock market 
has already been built on the other side of 
the site as part of the regeneration project. 

But Morrisons has now raised concerns 
over “uncertainties” with Cine world, which 
could leave the rest of the scheme in doubt 
due to planning conditions which specified 
the infrastructure and the cinema must 
be completed before the supermarket is 
opened. 

Richard Bakes, development executive 
of Morrison Supermarkets Pic, said the 
firm remained committed to the Smithfield 
project but said following the uncertainties 
with the cinema operator and the granting 
of planning approval to Aldi the company 
needed some time to review the effect this 
may have on the viability of the project in 
its current form. 

He said: “We are therefore proposing to 
work with the local town council and other 
potential occupiers to explore the various 
options available, and we expect to be able 
to make further announcements shortly.” 

Councillor Peter Cherrington, mayor of 
Oswestry, said: “I’m very sad that we’re in 
the situation we presently are. We’ve had a 
meeting with them and are hoping to have 
another to continue to discuss it. It’s impor¬ 
tant we keep going on this. 

“I would love to see the cinema and the 
other things there. So many people have 
asked for it. I would think it is as impor¬ 
tant if not more so than the supermarket 
because there are a number of other su¬ 
permarkets in the town but we’ve always 
asked for a cinema. Anything like a cinema 
or a tenpin bowling alley is a benefit to a 
town. I will continue to work with the of¬ 
ficers to make sure we get the best thing we 
can for the town.” 

Cineworld has declined to comment.

MONTGOMERYSHIRE MP Glyn Davies has 
welcomed plans to enable residents to block fu¬ 
ture windfarms. 

Amber Rudd, the new energy secretary, has 
announced that local residents will be able to 
block all future onshore windfarms under new 
measures to be fast-tracked into law. 

The legislation, which Ms Rudd is hopeful will 
be law by the middle of next year, will ensure 
consent for new windfarms will have to be given 
by a local planning authority. 

Currently, big onshore windfarms are handled 
by a central government national infrastructure 
body. 

Meanwhile, no subsidies will be paid to oper¬ 
ators of new onshore wind turbines under new 
legislation. 

Mr Davies, who has been opposed to the ere- 


proposed 

ation of windfarms in Mid Wales, said he was 
hoping to arrange a meeting with Ms Rudd to 
explain his stance. 

Five proposed wind farms, which were the 
subject of a year long planning inquiry, are 
proposed to be built at Llandinam, Carnedd 
Wen, Llaithddu, Llanbrynmair and Llanbadarn 
Fynydd, but a decision has yet to be announced. 

He said: “I have not spoken to Amber Rudd 
since her appointment. I need to have a discus¬ 
sion with her about the windfarm issues we are 
having in Mid Wales. Without the subsidies all 
onshore windfarms are dead. We do not need 
anymore. 

“The project in Mid Wales is outrageous. 

“I will do everything we can to stop that plan 
and protect the future of our beautiful country¬ 
side.”

Former Environment Secretary, North Shrop¬ 
shire MP Owen Paterson, said he would be work¬ 
ing with Mr Davies on the windfarm issue. 

He said: “This is very good news and I will be 
discussing it with Glyn when I see him. 

“I tried to get the subsidies stopped when I 
was in Defra but I was stopped by the Liberal 
Democrats. 

“If you stop the subsidies you can stop the 
windfarms. If I have the opportunity I will go 
down to London to speak to Ms Rudd.” 

The outcome of the windfarm inquiry is key 
to whether a controversial 33-mile power line is 
built between Cefn Coch in Mid Wales to Lower 
Frankton near Oswestry. 

The line will be needed to take the electricity 
generated by the windfarms onto the national 
electricity network.

One-way system 
to be scrutinised 
at public meeting 

A PUBLIC meeting called to discuss 
Welshpool’s controversial one-way sys¬ 
tem will take place on June 22. 

And Welshpool Town Council has 
agreed to carry out a full review of the 
system after more than 60 people turned 
up for a previous public meeting. 

Residents attended a meeting of the 
Welshpool Projects Group Business 
Forum last month when the call for the 
public meeting was made and rubber 
stamped by the council’s monthly meet¬ 
ing. 

Powys County Council’s roads engineer 
Andrew Jones has been invited to attend 
and it is also expected that Montgomery¬ 
shire’s newly re-elected MP Glyn Davies 
and the county’s Assembly Member Rus¬ 
sell George will be at the meeting in the 
Town Hall, along with the emergency 
services. The town council’s planning, 
development and environment committee 
will also hold a full review of the one-way 
system ahead of the public meeting. 

Councillor Graham Breeze said he was 
delighted the public meeting date had 
been fixed and that the council had agreed 
to take a fresh look at the situation. 

He said: “There was universal condem¬ 
nation of the one-way system at the Busi¬ 
ness Forum meeting, which was attended 
by some members of the public, and now 
everyone will get the chance to have a say. 

“It is vital that this opportunity is not 
missed.”

New pathway to 
be built in town 

A NEW £160,000 pathway will be opened 
in Welshpool to provide school children 
with a safe route to cycle and walk. 

The Welsh Assembly said it will spend 
£161,385 to build the path between Maes- 
ydre School, the recreation ground and 
the town’s canal.

Parents relieved date for 
inquest on daughter is set 


Fossil discovery thrills school’s youngsters

THE parents of Cheryl James, the 
soldier from the Shropshire bor¬ 
der who died at the controversial 
Deepcut army barracks, say it is 
a huge relief that a date has now 
been set for a new inquest. 

There had been some suggestion from 
Surrey Police that it may be better to post¬ 
pone the hearing so that new inquests into 
all four deaths of young soldiers at Deepcut 
could be held at the same time in one con¬ 
solidated inquiry. 

It could have delayed the inquest by 
years. But this week coroner Judge Brian 
Barker QC ruled that Private James’s in¬ 
quest would be held on its own and would 
start on February 1. 

Private James, 18, was found dead with 
a bullet wound to her head in November 
1995. She was one of four soldiers who died 
at the Surrey barracks between 1995 and 
2002 amid claims of bullying and abuse. 

Last year High Court judges ordered 
a fresh inquest into Cheryl’s death after 
they quashed an open verdict recorded in 
December 1995. 

A pre-inquest review was held at Woking 
Coroner’s Court on Tuesday. Parents Des 
and Doreen James from Llanymynech has 
spend more than a decade campaigning for 
a new inquest for their daughter. 

Mr James said: “We are relieved that 
Cheryl’s inquest will go ahead on February 
1. What hasn’t yet been agreed is our re¬ 
quest for Cheryl’s body to be exhumed but 
we do know there is no evidence as yet pre¬ 
sented to link the rifle found next to Cher¬ 
yl’s body with her death. 

“Bullet fragmentation at Cheryl’s post 
mortem in 1995 were recorded as yellow in 
colour whereas the SA80 rifle she was was 
armed with used cartridges essentially red 
in colour. 

“Obviously the decision to want your 
own daughter’s body exhumed is not an 
easy one to reach, and we do not ask for 
this lightly. We believe it is the right thing 
to do if there is to be a full and proper in¬ 
quiry into Cheryl’s death and if the ballistic 
evidence dispute is ever to be resolved. The 
coroner said that he would wait for a report 
from eminent Home Office pathologist Dr 
Nat Carey before he made his decision re¬ 
garding exhumation. 

“There will be another pre-inquest hear¬ 
ing on September 10 when we hope to find 
out what the coroner has decided. 


A GROUP of children made an exciting dis¬ 
covery when they took part in an outdoor 
lesson. 

For the youngsters unearthed a fossil be¬ 
lieved to be hundreds of millions of years 
old. 

Pupils from Bellan House School in 
Oswestry were taking part in their weekly 
Forest School lesson when they were asked 
to look for stones to put around the edge 
of a pond. 

But members of the Year One class man¬ 
aged to find more than plain stones when 
they turned up a limestone rock covered in 
coral fossils. 

Morgan Barr, who was running the For¬ 


est School class when the discovery was 
made, said the whole class was excited to 
see the fossils. 

“The children were busy looking for 
stones to edge a new wildlife pond they are 
creating, when one of them found a fos¬ 
sil-covered rock,” she said. 

“One of the parents investigated further, 
and contacted the Natural History Museum 
to ask their advice. 

“The Natural History Museum has now 
suggested it is likely to be 300-500 million 
years old. The children were thrilled to 
learn that the fossils come from a time be¬ 
fore the dinosaurs. 

“It is amazing how excited the whole 


school has become over this find and it has 
inspired the children to want to find out 
more about geology.” 

The rock was discovered by Alex Morris 
and Elvis Clark, both aged six. 

Alex said: “Fossils are really interesting, 
I knew it was a fossil because I have seen 
some in a museum.” 

Elvis added: “I knew it was a fossil as I 
had found one before.” 

Anne Green, the Year One teacher, said 
the discovery has led to some interesting 
discussions back in the classroom. 

She said: “Our children have been very 
excited by the find and it has opened their 
eyes to the world around them.”

library are 
discussed 

REDESIGNING Gobowen Library 
could bring wider usage and generate 
new resources, retaining it is at the 
heart of the community, a meeting 
has heard. 

Almost 50 people attended talks as 
part of a consultation over the future 
of the library. 

Shropshire Council says its smaller 
branch libraries cannot continue to be 
run as they are at present. 

In 2009/10 there were 14,823 an¬ 
nual visits and 285 weekly visits. But 
last year the numbers had dropped to 
9,834 and 189, the meeting was told. 

Teresa Ecclestone, north Shrop¬ 
shire senior librarian, said the council 
had won funding from the govern¬ 
ment to support the transfer of the 
library into community ownership. 

She said the community probably 
had until September to draw up a 
plan to manage the library. 

She said: “Shropshire Council will 
provide support for any building 
works needed, a small grant to sup¬ 
port ongoing management ongoing 
professional support and training 
from library professionals and back 
office support appropriate to individ¬ 
ual circumstances.” 

Councillor David Lloyd said: “Re¬ 
designing the library could mean 
wider usage and also generate new 
resources.” 

The meeting agreed to go forward 
with further consultation.

Man jailed over deaths 
of puppy and kitten

A MAN has been jailed for 12 
weeks for killing a puppy and a 
kitten after they messed on the 
carpet. 

Quade Roy Adams, 22, of Station 
Road, Weston Rhyn near Oswestry, 
was also banned from keeping animals 
for at least five years. 

Following a trial last week Adams was 
found guilty of three charges of causing un¬ 
necessary suffering to an animal by district 
judge Nigel Cadbury 

Passing sentence on Tuesday at Shrews¬ 
bury Magistrates Court District Judge Cad¬ 
bury told Adams: “You had inflicted very 
serious injuries on a cat and a dog. There 
were two charges relating to the cat, so 
this was not a one-off incident. On the sec¬ 
ond occasion those injuries resulted in the 
death of both of these animals from blunt 
trauma and the most likely cause of death 
was by kicking or stamping. 

“Therefore I find that you intended to 
cause really serious harm in temper or 
anger because they were fouling inside the 
home in which you were living. 

“I find that you did not intend to kill or 
torture these animals, but you did intend to 
cause really serious injury to them in that 
moment of anger and temper.” 

The judge sentenced Adams to 12 weeks 
in jail and ordered him to pay a £500 contri¬ 
bution towards the costs of the case on his 
release from prison. 

He placed Quade under a ban on keeping 
or owning animals, and in having any ar¬ 
rangement in which he would be in control 
of or influence the way animals are kept. 
The ban will remain in place until a further 
court order is made, but must run for at 
least five years. 

The case had been brought to court 
by the RSPCA after the animals - a five- 
month-old toy poodle called Emi and a sev¬ 
en-month-old cat named Toast - died on 
February 13 last year. 

Post mortem tests had showed that the 
Emi suffered a chipped eye socket, broken 
pelvis and three broken ribs consistent 
with being caused by blows by a blunt in¬ 
strument. Toast had suffered abdominal 
injures and a ruptured spleen consistent 
with being kicked or stamped on. 

Following sentence, RSPCA Inspector 
Chris Dunbar said: “I’m very pleased with 
the outcome. The injuries to the animals 
were horrific.” 


DAILY walks, good genes and a 
sherry after a spot of weeding in 
her garden - those are the secrets 
of a long life according to one 
Oswestry woman. 

Olwen James will celebrate her 
100th birthday on May 29 and said 
it is simply good luck that she is 
still fit and well. 

But friends and family say her 
positive attitude and busy life have 
also helped keep Mrs James looking 
and feeling so young. 

The centenarian was born in 
Blaenau Ffestiniog, returning to 
the Welsh mining town after work¬ 


ing as a nurse and nanny, to care 
for her mother. 

Her younger daughter Marion 
said: “She went into the bank in 
Blaenau to pay some bills and saw 
my dad, who was the bank clerk. It 
was love at first sight.” 

The couple married in 1941 and 
lived across Britain because of Mr 
James’s work in the bank. 

They eventually settled in 
Oswestry where he was bank man¬ 
ager at the National Provincial 
which went on to become the Na¬ 
tional Westminster Bank. 

The eventually went on to cele¬ 


brate their diamond wedding an¬ 
niversary, before Mr James died 
in 2003. “They both said that they 
were lucky to have good genes and 
they also went for a daily three mile 
walk,” Miss James said. 

The couple had daughters Mar¬ 
ion and Margaret, a grandson and 
four granddaughters. Mrs James 
now has three great grandchildren. 

Mrs James is still busy. She en¬ 
joyed a surprise birthday party at 
Trefonen Jubilee Club and the 
following day she spent a morning 
weeding the garden before a fortify¬ 
ing glass of sherry.

Firm on the move 
from town site 

A COMPANY is to relocate from 
Oswestry as part of expansion plans 
that could see the creation of new 
jobs. 

Elements Europe has won national 
acclaim for creating rooms off-site 
that are then transported to desti¬ 
nations such as hotels, care homes, 
apartments and forces and student 
accommodation. It also produces af¬ 
fordable housing created off-site. 

It is now closing its factory in 
Oswestry after a decade in the town 
and moving its operations to its pro¬ 
duction site at Telford. 

The company, part of the Pick- 
stock Group, says the factory space 
in Telford is large enough to grow 
the business. Elements Europe cur¬ 
rently employs 120 people at its site 
on the Mile Oak Industrial Estate in 
Oswestry, which opened in 2005.

MP gives views on options 
for big health shake-up

SHROPSHIRE should have one main A&E unit and a number of ur¬ 
gent care centres in towns to deal with everything but life-threaten¬ 
ing emergencies, MP Owen Paterson has said. 

The North Shropshire MP said he had grown tired of the fight between Tel¬ 
ford and Shrewsbury for A&E services and said developing a new site would 
mean seriously ill patients who currently have to be taken to regional specialist 
centres could be looked after closer to home.

Hourly rail 
service is 
welcomed 

HOURLY trains have been introduced on 
the Cambrian Railway line, providing vital 
links between towns, villages and commu¬ 
nities in Mid Wales. 

The move has been welcomed by cam¬ 
paigners who say the service will provide 
additional journey opportunities giving 
access to employment, education, health¬ 
care, as well as providing a more practi¬ 
cal commuter service for those needing to 
travel to work between Aberystwyth and 
Shrewsbury. 

Trevor Roberts, vice chair of the Shrews¬ 
bury to Aberystwyth Rail Liaison Com¬ 
mittee, said the improved service was the 
culmination of two years of hard work and 
discussions with the Welsh Government, 
Arriva Trains Wales and Network Rail. 

Mr Roberts said: “We are delighted that 
we are seeing the fruits of our labour. 

“People across Mid Wales have for many 
years been crying out for a more frequent 
rail service, and we are tremendously ex¬ 
cited by how this will transform the way 
travellers view our rail service. 

“It is the most significant development 
on the Cambrian Lines since privatisation 
and indeed since the effects of the Beeching 
report.” 

Mr Roberts said the new rail services 
would allow commuters to travel between 
Aberystwyth and Shrewsbury in time for a 
typical office hour day, and would also cut 
rail travel time between Aberystwyth and 
the Cambrian Coast stations by an hour or 
so. 


ation. Mr Paterson told a meeting of health 
specialists: I am fed up of the pillow fight¬ 
ing over whether the emergency care centre 
should be in Shrewsbury or Telford. 

“It is not the location that is important, 
it is the desperate need in Shropshire for a 
state-of-the-art emergency centre. 

“At the moment if you suffer a stroke or 
a heart attack then you have to be taken to 
Stoke for treatment. 

“If we had a state-of-the-art centre here 
we could attract the top consultants and 
be able to treat those patients in their own 
county. We already have a wonderful pri¬ 
mary care centre in Oswestry that has ad¬ 
ditional x-ray and plaster facilities. 

“It would not be difficult to expand that 
to an urgent care centre. 

“In Whitchurch we have the old cottage 
hospital which is an enormous building 
with the potential to hold an urgent care 
centre. 

“Patients would not have to trek to 
Shrewsbury or the Wrexham Maelor but 
would be treated closer to where they live.” 

The MP was giving his views to the 
monthly Oswestry health meeting, a regu¬ 
lar get-together of health care specialists in 
the town. 

He has been a leading player in the 
meetings, which were first organised to 
campaign against the threat to maternity 
services at the town’s orthopaedic hospital. 

Mr Paterson told local GPs and repre¬ 
sentatives from a number of health bodies 
that one emergency centre and other ur¬ 
gent care centres fitted with Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust’s Future 
Fit consultation over how health services 
should be provided in the future. 

Campaigners say they want emergency 
centres retained at both Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital and the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

Calls have been made in Mid Wales 
for the emergency centres to stay in the 
Shrewsbury area. Montgomeryshire’s re¬ 
cently re-elected MP Glyn Davies said one 
of his priorities would be to ensure that 
A&E services remain on hand at Shrews¬ 
bury rather than in Telford.

Mendelssohn,” he said. “Although there 
are some enduringly popular works to be 
found here such as the Octet and the D 
minor piano trio, it is a mystery to me why 
many of the others are not more famous. 
His chamber music output is overflowing 
with gems. 

“During his lifetime, Mendelssohn was 
hailed as a fiery genius; this festival is prov¬ 
ing that his contemporaries got it right.” 

James Barralet, the festival’s artistic 
director, said the week had gone very well 
and that the setting for the concerts, in the 
village church, was ideal. 

He said: “I strongly believe that the en¬ 
vironment in which music exists is of great 
importance to the experience.”

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Council bosses frustrated at 
doubts over £45m scheme

COUNCIL bosses have spoken of their frustration after doubts 
emerged over the £45 million redevelopment of Oswestry’s Smith- 
field site. 

The project on Shrewsbury Road has already delivered a new modern live¬ 
stock market for the town but there are doubts over whether a Cineworld five- 
screen cinema and a Morrisons supermarket will also now be built at the site. 

Oswestry Town Council, the freehold owner of the cattle market and the development 
site, requested an update meeting with Morrisons regarding its plans for the proposed 
- new store that is linked to cinema and 



Old leisure 
centre hit by 
arson attack 

AN arson attack on Oswestry’s old leisure 
centre could have sparked a major blaze, 
fire crews have warned. 

A vigilant dog walker raised the alarm 
after seeing youths start a fire at the rear 
of the former centre in College Road. 

Firefighters say without his actions the 
building could have gone up in flames. 

The attack on Thursday night last week 
was the latest arson attempt on the derelict 
building, which is in the middle of a resi¬ 
dential area and next to Waif or d and North 
Shropshire College. 

Firefighters are now working with the 
police to look at ways to make the building 
less prone to fire risk. 

The leisure centre closed in 2011 to make 
way for a new centre on Shrewsbury Road. 

Since then the building has lain empty 
and has fallen into disrepair. 

Oswestry Fire Station crew manager 
Adrian Bowen said the alarm was raised 
just after 6.30pm. He said: “Luckily a gen¬ 
tleman walking his dog saw some youths 
making a fire at the rear of the old leisure 
centre building and alerted the fire service. 

“If it wasn’t for his prompt actions there 
could have been a major fire.” Mr Bowen 
said the youths ran off. 

“When we arrived the fire was smoulder¬ 
ing and it was extinguished with buckets 
of water,” he said. “This is an area of con¬ 
cern for us as there have been numerous 
fires started around the building, which is 
boarded up.”

A rival store bid, for a new Aldi super¬ 
market on Shrewsbury Road, was recently 
given the go-ahead. 

As a result of that meeting Richard 
Bakes, development executive of Morrison 
Supermarkets Pic, said: “Morrisons re¬ 
mains committed to the Smithfield Market 
site having already invested significantly in 
this development through the relocation of 
the cattle market to its purpose-built fa¬ 
cilities and also completing the demolition 
and site clearance ahead of appointing the 
main contractor. However, following some 
uncertainties with the cinema operator and 
the granting of a new food store consent for 
Aldi we need some time to review the effect 
this may have on the viability of the project 
in its current form.” 

He said the firm would work with the 
council and other potential occupiers to ex¬ 
plore various options. 

Town Mayor Peter Cherrington said: 
“We are pleased at the redevelopment of 
the Smithfield that is a major investment 
to support our local agricultural industry 
and its many local businesses. 

“The council is obviously frustrated by 
the current position regarding supermar¬ 
ket and leisure development as a legal con¬ 
tract is in place. However we are prepared 
to take part in further discussions with 
Morrisons to bring forward options for the 
future development of the site that repre¬ 
sents many opportunities for the town and 
its local employment.” 

Oswestry’s historic tollhouse has been 
demolished to make way for the new Aldi 
store. The 200-year-old building was one 
of the tollhouses on Thomas Telford’s road 
from London to Holyhead built to collect 
tolls from those using the carriageway. 

Oswestry Town Council had applied to 
English Heritage for the building to be 
listed but the national body turned down 
the application saying that there was not 
enough of the original structure still re¬ 
maining.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


When do you know tomorrow 
just isn’t going to be your day? 

When you arrive home from an 
exhausting four days on the road 
to find a note from the neigh¬ 
bours telling you the builders will 
be arriving in the morning - that’s 
when. 

Tackling two new car launches 
in the south of England and Aus¬ 
tria and driving over 1,000 miles 
in less than four days proved tir¬ 
ing enough. But the note started 
warning bells ringing. 

Thoughts of a lie-in last Friday 
were soon dispelled as the build¬ 
ers moved in like a scene from 
a TV makeover show to tackle 
a massive job in the adjoining 
semi. 

It could easily have been Pe¬ 
ter Andre’s “60 Minute Makeo¬ 
ver” from ITV; Channel 5’s “Half 
Built House” or BBC’s “Extreme 
Makeover” as a fleet of builders, 
electricians and plumbers’ vans 
arrived at the crack of dawn. 

By lunchtime our neighbours’ 
home was a shell with kitchen, 
bathroom and walls ripped out 
and our house rocking to the 
foundations with the noise of 
drills and lump hammers. 

It proved impossible to work 
in my office on Friday so I was 
“forced” to take to the golf 
course. Monday proved little 
better until 6pm and on Tuesday 
afternoon the house was vibrat¬ 
ing to the sound of an industrial 
drill and had been since 7.30am. 

To be fair to the neighbours 
they did warn us and also told 
us they were taking advantage 
of the situation to go on holiday. 
Yes holiday. 

So my message to anyone 
planning a similar building oper¬ 
ation is “Don’t forget the neigh¬ 
bours - take them on holiday 
with you”. 

This week brought revelations 
that the £45million redevelop¬ 
ment of Oswestry’s Smithfield 
site is now in doubt with Mor¬ 
risons questioning if it’s worth 
going ahead after Aldi was given 
permission to build in the town. 

Is anyone really surprised? 
The supermarket giant has just 
reported profits down by 52 per 
cent to £345m, its worst results 
in eight years. 

After taking account of a 
£1.3bn write down in the value of 
its supermarkets, that turns into 
a loss of £792m. 

Morrisons has already made 
significant investment into the 
scheme with the relocation of 
the Smithfield market but the 
company can ill-afford to haem¬ 
orrhage huge streams of cash on 
the Oswestry project. 

There’s also talk that Cine- 
world could pull out as the oper¬ 
ator of the proposed five-screen 
cinema. This would be a cruel 
blow for Oswestry and would 
certainly throw doubt on the vi¬ 
ability of the entire scheme with 
McDonalds and Frankie & Ben¬ 
ny’s hardly likely to go ahead 
without the others.

SHOULD Oswestry be in Eng¬ 
land or Wales? That was the 
question asked by a team from 
ITV regional news more than 40 
years ago - and a fascinating 
film of their findings has now 
been published on the internet. 

The team travelled to Croesoswallt 

- the old Welsh name for Oswestry 

- in 1972 when a debate was rag¬ 
ing about which country should lay 
claim to the border market town. 

After all, Oswestry switched rulers a 
number of times until the act of union 
in 1536, when it finally became part of 
England, although it retained plenty of 
Welsh place names. 

Interviewed 

A handful of people were interviewed, 
including pupils from the then Oswestry 
Girls Modern School, and the resulting 
video offers a fascinating insight into the 
early 1970s, the fashions, and the bus¬ 
tling town centre. 

“Do you consider yourself English or 
Welsh?” asks the interviewer, and one 
old lady replies without hesitation that 
she is Welsh. 

“I tell you I’ve lived in Essex and I’ve 
lived in Somerset and I’ve lived in Lon¬ 
don,” she says, “but I was evacuated here 
during the war. 

“My two girls married two Welsh 
boys and the only grandsons I’ve got are 
Welsh.” 

“But,” says the interviewer, “you live 
in Oswestry, which is in England at the 
moment.” 

There is a very slight pause as the old 


lady considers this piece of information. 
“Oh,” she says. “Is it?” 

Two young pupils from the town’s 
Girls’ Modern School are interviewed 
next. 

Both say they are English. 

The reporter asks them: “Did you 
know that Oswestry used to belong to 
Wales and there’s a move now to return 
it to Wales?” 

Idea 

The girls say they do know this, and 
despite being English, they both think 
it’s a good idea. 

“It would be nice to mix up with the 
Wales people,” says one, and both add 
that they would be prepared to learn 
the Welsh language. 

Later in the film the interviewer 
meets two older girls, one of whom says 


she is English, while the other says she 
is Welsh. 

Would you be in favour of Oswestry 
returning to Wales, asks the reporter. 

“It doesn’t bother me,” says the girl 
who identified herself as English. 

Debate 

The debate continues - hopefully 
with somewhat more passion - to this 
day, with shoppers in Oswestry split 
over whether they think it should be in 
England or Wales. 

Kevin Battam, of M. Battams Fam¬ 
ily Butchers in Beatrice Street, said he 
thinks the town’s location gives it an 
extra pull for shoppers. 

“I think it is great that we are so 
close to the border,” he said. 

“We get English and Welsh custom¬ 
ers and we get English meat and Welsh 


meat from the same farms - some have 
fields that are in England and other 
fields in Wales. 

“It adds something to the town. 

“People say come to Oswestry and 
stay and you can be close to all the 
Welsh tourist attractions, too. 

“People still talk about it, but I like it 
as it is, it is nice being so close to both 
sides of the border. 

“We used to have a lad working here 
who used to cycle the 30 miles in from 
Foel in Mid Wales and back every day.” 

Film 

When the clip was posted on the popu¬ 
lar Remember Oswestry Facebook page 
it failed to find anyone who could put 
names to the faces on the short film. 

The nearest was Kenneth Wilson rec¬ 
ognising a white transit van belonging 
to his uncle, Peter Wilson of Morda Rd 
Nurseries. And our intrepid ITV news¬ 
man of more than 40 years ago did find 
someone who thought Oswestry was 
Welsh, should be Welsh and was forever 
a part of Wales. “Oswestry is Wales,” he 
tells the reporter. “But if hasn’t been 
since the Act of Union in 1536,” the re¬ 
porter tells him. 

“Maybe,” the man replies. “But that’s 
only what’s stolen from us, isn’t it?” 

When the reporter corrects him, he re¬ 
plies the town is English “only because 
it was stolen from us”. 

With the town’s history it is no sur¬ 
prise the English/Welsh debate often 
comes up. 

The town’s story began with the 
3,000-year-old settlement of Old 
Oswestry, an Iron Age hill fort, which 
was built and occupied between 800BC 
and AD43. 

The town has many Welsh language 
street and place names and the town’s 
name in Welsh is Croesoswallt, meaning 
“Oswald’s Cross”. It eventually became 
known as Oswald’s Tree in English. 

The town changed hands between 
the English and the Welsh a number of 
times during the Middle Ages.

Q: My husband and I would very much like to help our daughter with a house deposit so that she and her boyfriend can get on the housing 
ladder. What concerns us, though, is that if they split up and the house is in joint names her boyfriend could walk off with half the deposit 
gifted to our daughter. Is there any way that we can prevent this happening? 

A: You must decide if you want the money to be an outright gift or a loan. If it is a gift your daughter can ask her solicitor to draw up a 
Declaration of Trust confirming what financial contributions she and her partner have each made towards the property. This Trust document 
will set out what happens to any equity in the property if the relationship ends. 

You can loan deposit monies to your daughter and her boyfriend. If there is a lender, they will need to approve the fact of the loan and if you 
want to secure the loan against the property the lender will need to consent to this also. The loan could be interest bearing but does not 
have to be - it is up to you. 

If your daughter and her partner were to later marry your gift or loan can still be protected by a Declaration of Trust/charge on the property, 
or your daughter could if she wished have a prenuptial agreement drawn up. Whilst prenuptial agreements are not legally binding in the UK 
the Higher Courts in England and Wales have over the last 5 years increasingly taken into account the provisions of prenuptial agreements in 
financial proceedings associated with marital breakdown. Prenups can protect assets including savings, shares, property, future inheritances 
and pensions, and can even make provisions for pets.

We decided last summer that the time 
had come to downsize and in so doing we 
would move to a more environmentally - 
and age-friendly house. 

As we have the land and some savings, we 
decided to take the self-build route. Little 
did we know the obstacles we would face 
along the way. 

Securing planning permission alone in¬ 


volves first this payment, then that one, 
and so on, to the council. The connection 
of utility services from the road just outside 
can run to thousands, especially in the case 
of electricity, which of course is something 
we have to have. One company won’t even 
give us an estimate until we are commit¬ 
ted to build, but we cannot commit to build 
until we know how much everything is 
going to cost. 

As for finding a builder to do the job for 
us, we are beginning to despair. Of those 
we have approached, some have barely 
acknowledged our inquiry, others have 
seemed keen at first but dragged their feet 


afterwards and we’re still waiting for esti¬ 
mates from others. 

So after six months we are in the position 
of having had the plans drawn up, been told 
that planning permission will be granted 
once the final lot of paperwork is prepared 
and paid for (more money for the council), 
but we still do not know whether we shall 
actually be able to go ahead until we secure 
an estimate from a committed builder. 

Had we known how hard it would be, per¬ 
haps we would never have bothered in the 
first place.

MPS in Shropshire and Mid Wales 
claimed more than £30,000 in ex¬ 
penses in a two-month period. 

More than a third of that was 
claimed by Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies, who claimed more than 
£13,000 between December 2014 and 
January this year. 

The full list of claims for every MP that 
was sitting at the time has been released 
by the parliamentary watchdog Ipsa. It re¬ 
leased the figures as a two-month snapshot 
of the expenses claimed by the 650 MPs at 
Westminster. Ipsa reveals Mr Davies, who 
regained his seat in Montgomeryshire this 
month’s General Election, claimed a little 
under £13,100 in the two-month period. 
The figures show he claimed more than 
£180 for “late night food”, nearly £80 on 
taxis and £2,210 on stamps. He said he had 
sent a lot of mail in December and January. 

“I did use a lot of stamps for invites to 
community meetings,” he said. 

“All MPs have an allowance of ready 
franked envelopes and when they are used 
up we have to use ordinary envelopes with 
stamps. Community meetings were a great 
way of engaging with the public, and I 
will be resuming them in the next month. 
I’m not allowed to use stamps for political 
purposes or for private purposes such as 
Christmas cards.” 

North Shropshire MP Owen Pater¬ 
son claimed £5,341.25. A great chunk of 
that- £3,380 - was claimed by the former 
Environment Minister for rented accom¬ 
modation.Ipsa, the regulatory body set up 
after the scandal over MPs’ expenses, reg¬ 
ularly releases details of payments to MPs, 
providing summaries of information con¬ 
tained in receipts submitted by members.

It was then moved to Morda’s 
home ground - but the relocation 
did the hosts little favours as Guils¬ 
field won 3-1. Mr Parker said: “This 
is the first time in 35 years of refer¬ 
eeing that I have had to postpone a 
football match as a result of bees.”

Man, 24, admits 
sex allegations 

A MAN from Mid Wales has admitted 
three allegations of inciting a child 
aged under 13 to engage in sexual ac¬ 
tivity. 

But he denied three alternative 
charges of rape. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands, sitting at 
Mold Crown Court, adjourned the 
case against defendant Kirk Mark 
Tranchard, 24, of Tanygraig, Mont¬ 
gomery, who also admitted five 
charges of sexual activity with the girl 
when she was older. 

The defendant was ordered to regis¬ 
ter with the police as a sex offender in 
the meantime. 

Judge Rowlands said that the ad¬ 
journment would give the prosecution 
time to decide whether to accept his 
pleas. 

Consultation would also be held 
with the complainant, the judge told 
the court. 

If the pleas were accepted then a 
pre-sentence report would be pre¬ 
pared, the judge explained. 

Tanchard will appear back at the 
court on a date to be fixed. 

Council agrees 
to bunting plan 

MORE than £6,500 will be spent 
on decking Oswestry with a mile of 
bunting for the next three years, it 
has been agreed. 

The money will come from the 
£10,000 awarded to the town from the 
Government-sponsored Portas Pilot 
aimed at rejuvenating shopping areas 
in UK towns.

Meeting is arranged to 
discuss road work delay

THE Assembly Member for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire is due to meet the 
Welsh transport minister to try to 
speed up repairs to crash barri¬ 
ers on the A483 which were dam¬ 
aged almost five months ago. 

Repair work was started on the 
barriers between Garthmyl and Aber- 
mule after a lorry overturned into the 
Montgomery Canal alongside the road 
in January. 

But the work still has not been com¬ 
pleted, leaving drivers on the single-car¬ 
riageway trunk road between Welshpool 
and Newtown facing long delays and tem¬ 
porary traffic lights. Russell George AM 
said he has repeatedly raised the issue of 
the repairs and resulting traffic delays with 
the minister for economy and transport, 
Edwina Hart. He said he is now hoping a 
face-to-face meeting will resolve matters 
faster. 

“Our patience is now wearing thin,” he 
said. “People are regularly asking me when 
the repairs will be carried out and when the 
road will be open for two way traffic. 

“While everyone appreciates the com¬ 
plexities of ensuring that the pollution 
caused by the incident is dealt with ap¬ 
propriately, the delays to the repairs have 
been significant and I have not been satis¬ 
fied with the fact that the repairs have not 
progressed quickly.” 

In March it was revealed the traffic lights 
could remain in place until summer.

Mayor tells of market’s importance

JEWELLERY, laptops and DIY 
tools were among the items sto¬ 
len in a series of thefts in the 
Oswestry area. 

Homes and a pick-up truck have 
been targeted, and thieves have sto¬ 
len a potted tree from outside a front 
door and a bike from outside a hotel, 
according to police. 

Jewellery, laptops and car keys were 
taken from a house in Cabin Lane between 
8.30am and 5.30pm on Monday last week. 

Three chainsaws and two cordless drills 
were stolen from a pick-up truck in a car 
park at a hotel on Shrewsbury Road be¬ 
tween 9.15pm on Monday and 6.45am on 
Tuesday last week, and a bay tree was sto¬ 
len from beside a front door in Oakhurst 
Road on the same night. 

A pedal cycle was taken from outside 
the Wynnstay Hotel, Church Street, at 
1.45pm on Wednesday last week. The thief, 
described as a white male, aged in his late 
20s, 5ft7in and wearing a grey top and dark 
coloured three-quarter length combat trou¬ 
sers, removed the grey Giant 24 speed road 
bike from the rear of the hotel and rode off 
on it. 

He was challenged by the owner and 
the bike was recovered. The offender then 
walked off on to Church Street and out of 
view. 

In Whittington, a resident returned 
home to Fitzalan Close at about 5pm on 
Monday last week to find jewellery taken 
and three men - one in his teens and the 
others in their mid-20s - leaving the area. 
Money was also stolen from a house in Sta¬ 
tion Road in the village between 12.15pm 
and 12.45pm on Wednesday last week.

“The markets have always been 
there and they’ve never stopped and 
it’s that continuation of history. At 
the end of the day we couldn’t do 
without the market.” 


Itemsfound 
at house sell 
forgoodprice 
at auction 

FOR years two Chinese ornaments 
were stored away in a home in the 
Oswestry area, out of sight and out 
of mind. 

The antiques, a carved box and 
cover and a carved circular tray, both 
hundreds of years old, went under 
the hammer at an Asian art auction 
in Shrewsbury - and sold for the sum 
of £18,000. 

The owner had no idea the items 
were so valuable, said Jeremy Lam- 
ond, director of fine art auctioneers 
Halls. 

“Both these Chinese antiques were 
discovered in a house in the Oswestry 
area and our valuation came as a 
complete surprise to the owner,” Mr 
Lamond said. 

“They had been in the family for 
generations but were stored away and 
not being used or displayed. 

“This discovery demonstrates that 
there are Asian art treasures waiting 
to be identified in Shropshire and sur¬ 
rounding counties.” 

The items are both covered in red 
cinnabar laquer, which was developed 
during the Ming Dynasty that ruled 
China from the 1300s to the early 
1600s. 

Alexander Clement, Halls’ Asian 
art specialist, said figures and land¬ 
scapes or images from Chinese myths 
were carved into the laquer in intri¬ 
cate detail. 

The box, which dated to the 1600s, 
tripled its pre-sale estimate to sell for 
£15,000 to a Chinese online bidder. 

The tray sold for £3,000. 

Mr Clement said the box was par¬ 
ticularly valuable for its unusual 
double axe head shape, large size and 
rarity. 

“You don’t often come across boxes 
of this type,” he added.

Peter’s still game as 
fantasy role continues

HE has been a successful stage 
and Hollywood actor on stage 
and screen for most of his life 

- yet despite appearances in 
films such as Straw Dogs and 
The Remains of the Day, Shrop¬ 
shire-born actor Peter Vaughan 
has given his best-known work 
on the small screen. 

He’s been in sitcoms such as Citizen 
Smith and Porridge and dramas such as 
Our Friends in the North, yet only now could 
you say he has achieved global stardom 

- all thanks to a recurring guest role in the 
biggest show on television. 

Not bad for a 92-year-old. 

“It has been incredibly successful,” 
says Mr Vaughan of Game of Thrones, the 
phenomenally popular fantasy swords, sex 
and dragons fantasy saga that has proved a 
huge hit on TV screens around the world. 

“It does not surprise me,” says the Wem- 
born actor. 

“It has been a success because it is 
an absolutely wonderful story, but I am 
surprised that it has surpassed all other 
successes of recent years. 

“It has everything doesn’t it?” he says. 

“To see its appeal to the general public 
you only have to see the opening night be¬ 
ing shown in many, many countries. It has a 
universal appeal.” 

Invasion 

Mr Vaughan returned to our screens in 
the second episode of the show’s latest 
series. 

He plays Aemon Targaryen, part of the 
Night’s Watch - a sort of Foreign Legion 
defending a massive wall of ice against 
invasion. 

His is one of the few characters that has 
managed to stay alive (so far) throughout all 
five seasons of a show based on the fantasy 
novels of George RR Martin - a writer happy 
to kill off characters at the drop of a hat.

CLEARING the desk of her col¬ 
league Miss Millicent Crowe 
when she retired from teaching 
at Hodnet School, Mrs Claire 
Cope found three evocative pic¬ 
tures of pupils from times gone 
by in a drawer. 

“I came across this envelope with 
these photographs in. Somebody must 
have sent them to her and she must 
have put them into her drawer and 
never thought any more of it. I thought 
it was such a pity for them to be left,” 
said Mrs Cope, who is now 88 and at 
Cheswardine Hall care home. 

And as she does not recognise the chil¬ 
dren, with the exception of one girl, she has 
shared those photos with us in the hope 
that they will ring a bell with a reader. 

“I just wonder whether anyone of this 
generation could name any of them,” she 
said. She thinks the photos could be from 
the 1950s, which would be before she joined 
the staff of Hodnet School, with which her 
association began in about 1965 when the 
head Mr Bob Bayliss first called her in as a 
supply teacher. 

“Hodnet School then was at the top of the 
village. It’s now been made into houses. The 
boys’ toilets were outside in the open and 
the young boys used to have competitions to 
see who could get highest on the wall. 

“We had no staff toilet when I first started 
teaching at Hodnet School. We were told to 
use the girls’ toilet. It was Mr Bayliss who 
fought to get us a staff toilet.” 

Mrs Cope became deputy head on Miss 
Crowe’s retirement and was to continue 
teaching there until her own retirement in 
1987, by which time the old school had been 
superseded by a new school at the bottom of 
the village. 

“It was a lovely school - everybody says 
the same thing - especially the old school, 
where you could close your classroom door 
and get on with your job. At the modern 
one the classrooms were open and had cor¬ 
ridors, all very modern. The atmosphere 
was still lovely. 

“Some of the children were naughty, but 
nice naughty. It was just mischievousness, 
not nasty naughty.” 

Mrs Cope did her teacher training in the 
Lake District - she was the young Miss 
Sutcliffe. The teacher training college had 
been evacuated from Liverpool because of 
the war. 

“There were three of us called the Three 
Musketeers at college because we went 
everywhere together. The others were Joan 
Welsh, from Carlisle, and Vera Watson, 
whose father was at the post office at Bron- 
ington. We wanted to stay together and all 
applied to teach in Shropshire. Joan and I

IT’S a Tong Castle mystery which looks 
like being an open and shut case. 

Our recent spotlight on the fate of Tong Cas¬ 
tle, which was blown up in 1954, is continuing 
to throw up interesting information, with the 
latest to chip in being John Lloyd of Oswestry. 

“I thought you would be interested to know where 
the gates to the castle ended up,” he said. 

“I understand they were dismantled and moved to 
what was the Villiers factory in Marston Road in Wol¬ 
verhampton in the late 1970s and are still there today. 

“I have always been curious why ever would an en¬ 
gineering factory want a Capability Brown entrance to 
the works. I think they are Grade I listed. Perhaps a 
reader could fill us in on that one.” 

Well, we can shed some light on it thanks to infor¬ 
mation on the internet about Wolverhampton’s listed 
structures. 

It says the Villiers company bought the gates and 
erected them in Marston Road in 1977, which would 
be shortly before the M54 was constructed through the 
old site of Tong Castle destroying virtually everything 
that was left there. 

“Originally the gates were re-erected with the piers 
the same distance apart as they were at Tong, but they 
proved to be too narrow for lorries, which were damag¬ 
ing the piers,” the site says. 

“Listed Building Consent was therefore given for 
the piers to be moved slightly further apart - which 
meant that the gates no longer met when in the closed 
position. 

“This was supposed to keep them safe but in 2001 
the left pier and part of the wall has been demolished, 
apparently by a lorry. 

“Since then nothing has been done to make repairs. 
It is important to keep these gates for their own his¬ 
toric and architectural interest; and how many other 
working towns have anything built by Capability 
Brown?” 


did, at Mount Lane school in Market Dray¬ 
ton, where I began my teaching career in 
1947. It’s where the nursery school is now. 
Miss Teague was head and Dave Dee, dep¬ 
uty. 

“In about 1950 or 1951 Mrs Alderson be¬ 
came head of the school at RAF Tern Hill, 
and I joined her. 

“We used to teach in old RAF buildings, 
the old huts that the RAF used on the rec¬ 
reation site. They had a swimming pool and 
a theatre there. We were mixed up with 
the RAF. They used to come in on a Friday 
afternoon and do their band practice, with 
bagpipes and all sorts of things. There were 
only a very few children in those days. We 
didn’t have a proper cloakroom - coats were 
hung in the classroom. It was very make-do. 
They were all RAF children, who lived at 
Riverside Drive. With the RAF fixed wing 
aircraft, it was very noisy sometimes. It was 
only an infant school in those days.” 

After a while, she says, a new pur¬ 
pose-built school was built at Buntingsdale, 
which had some civilian children, and num¬ 
bers grew. 

After her marriage to Ronald Cope in 
1955, she moved to Hodnet, and after a 
break from teaching as they started a fam¬ 
ily she was destined to teach at the village 
school, first under Mr Bayliss, with Miss 
Crowe and Mrs Doris Whiston, and then 
after Mr Bayliss retired in 1969 under new 
head Mr Barnett. 

Mrs Cope says Miss Crowe was a great 
teacher. 

“I think she was what they call a pupil 
teacher. She was a wonderful teacher but 
had no confidence in herself because I don’t 
think she had been to college.” 

A person she wants to make sure she 
mentions is Eileen Turnbull, who joined 
the staff in 1976. 

“We had two demountable classrooms, 
and when she came on our staff at the 
school at the top of the village we had a 
third demountable.” 

Going back to those photos, Mrs Cope 
thinks they date from Mr Bayliss’s era, or 
even earlier, to that of Mr Gillebrand. 

The one person she thinks she recognises 
is Linda Hill, who on marriage became Mrs 
Arthur. 

The envelope in which the pictures were 
found bore the typed address “Miss M. 
Crowe, The Primary School, Hodnet, Mar¬ 
ket Drayton, TF9 3NG” and had a franking 
mark from February 1974, although the pic¬ 
tures are clearly older.

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Confusion over feeding 
our feathered friends 


IN my humble opinion, there’s a 
great deal to be said for amateur 
naturalists. Those people who 
take enjoyment from the obser¬ 
vance and study of natural histo¬ 
ry in a purely amateur and casual 
way. 

Most of you, the readers of this col¬ 
umn, will be fine amateur naturalists 
and most of you, I’m sure, will be bet¬ 
ter than me (but please don’t tell the 
editor that). 

We’re in good company too, the famous 
naturalist, Julian Huxley, began his hugely 
successful career in zoology by simply sit¬ 
ting and watching wildlife unfold before 
him. In his case it was the life of great 
crested grebes. The joy and interest he had 
for them translated into an official term, 
animal behaviour and Huxley was the true 
pioneer of it. To stick with birds, it is this 
group of creatures which have played the 
biggest part in our collective understanding 
of animal behaviour. After all, for us bud¬ 
ding naturalists out there, they are the only 
truly wild animal most of us will see in our 
daily lives. Birds are happy to share their 
space with us and can of course be drawn 
towards us via the bird feeder, frequenting 
our lives as well as our passions such as 
photography, writing or art. 

At this time of the year, we all seem to 
have very different ideas on what to do con¬ 
cerning birds and that is probably a good 
thing, but are there any concrete guidelines 
that may be followed in our attempted care 
for them? We are of course in the middle

of the nesting season and if we struggle to 
see birds at other times of the year, there’s 
simply no excuse in May. 

There are three stages in a baby bird’s 
growth: hatchling, nestling and fledgling 
and it’s easy to spot the differences. Hatch¬ 
ling birds are bald, nestlings are partially 
feathered and fledglings are fully feathered 
and hopping around although not quite 
ready to fly. It is common to see fledgling 
birds on the ground for they have either left 
the nest voluntarily or involuntarily and 
have not yet built up the muscles necessary 
for flight. This is a perfectly natural state 
for a fledgling to be in as the parents con¬ 
tinue to feed it for a few days as it builds up 
those muscles. As many of you will know, 
the best policy is to leave it untouched 
where you find it.But how about feeding 
birds during the nesting season? Contrary 
to what you may have been told, it is impor¬ 
tant to feed birds in the breeding season, 
but on selected foods only. Good hygiene 
is vital, or feeding may do more harm than 
good. Avoid using peanuts, fat and bread at 
this time, since these can be harmful if adult 
birds feed them to their nestlings. During 
the summer months, birds definitely re¬ 
quire plenty of food and high protein items 
at that, especially while they are moulting. 
It is always assumed that birds should be 
fed most during the winter months. Why

so? The weather of course - the cold, the 
wet and the frozen. 

But think of summer for a moment 
- it too can be cold and wet and if it’s 
not, then the ground can become hard 
and baked, thus creating the exact same 
problems. However, just to throw the cat 
amongst the pigeons, a recent study has 


shown that those birds fed during the 
winter will also include the weaker ones, 
unable to support themselves naturally. 

These birds in the spring, end up pro¬ 
ducing smaller and weaker chicks and find 
it even more difficult to feed themselves 
and the brood. A little confused? Me too.

Commissioner is 
relieved role will 
be carrying on 

SHROPSHIRE’S police and crime commissioner has spo¬ 
ken of his relief that his role has been secured following the 
Conservatives’ General Election triumph. 

Bill Longmore said Labour’s proposals to abolish police 
commissioners across Britain would have been “like throw¬ 
ing the baby out with the bath water” and insisted PCCs 
delivered “better value for money”. 

He said the election result had provided “a real platform 
to push on” and said several initiatives would be happening 
across the region over the coming year. 

Mr Longmore, who lives in Hanwood on the outskirts of 
Shrewsbury and is the commissioner for the West Mercia 
area, was one of 41 police and crime commissioners elected 
into office in November 2012 as part of Home Secretary 
Theresa May’s plan to give the public a greater say in how 
police forces were run. The commissioners were given 
responsibility for policing in their area and to hold chief 
constables to account, as well as being handed control of a 
combined £8 billion budget. 

But while David Cameron’s new Government intends to 
retain the commissioner model, Labour had pledged to axe 
the role to save £50 million which they had planned to re¬ 
invest in frontline policing. 

Mr Longmore said he was surprised to see a majority 
Government returned to Westminster, but said it would 
provide much-needed “stability and consistency” over the 
next five years. 

He said: “I’m pleased that the votes have given us a 
definitive decision. Whichever way the polls had gone, a 
majority government means the country should have some 
stability and consistency for the next five years. 

“From my perspective, we now know that the role of po¬ 
lice and crime commissioners will continue. That uncer¬ 
tainty is over, and myself and my counterparts nationwide 
can really push on now and build on the work we have done 
to date. I would be first to admit that there are still some 
wrinkles to iron out regarding the role of PCCs, but the 
proposal to abolish the posts would have been like throwing 
the baby out with the bath water. I honestly believe that, 
overall, the PCC system has real merit. 

“PCCs deliver much better value for money, give the 
public a much bigger and more transparent say in local is¬ 
sues, and have helped forge a huge number of strong part¬ 
nerships and relationships involving the public, charities, 
local authorities and other organisations.”

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Cheap and cheerful brand

The motor industry is starting to 
take serious notice of the Dacia 
brand and the Sandero Stepway 
is one of the reasons. 

Like many motoring writers I had 
my doubts about the longevity of the 
cheap and cheerful brand backed by 
Renault. But Dacia has given the San¬ 
dero an overhaul which opens doors 
to buyers wanting to take a step into 
the SUV market. 

And that step comes at a price which is 
well within most buyers’ range. You cer¬ 
tainly don’t need deep pockets with the 
Sandero Stepway Laureate dCi 90 on test, 
hitting the road at only £10,995. Extras 
pushed the price up to £11,675 though the 
base model is only £8,300. 

The Stepway is a great-value alternative 
thanks to SUV looks that are achieved by a 
raised suspension and good looking body 
cladding. 

The Romanian manufacturer has really 
upped the game, with even the entry-lev¬ 
el Ambiance model getting electric front 
windows, chrome interior detailing, MP3 
connectivity, stability control, ABS and a 
gear-shift indicator. 

The top-spec Laureate benefits from 
big-car technology such as a touch-screen 
multimedia system, air conditioning, cruise 
control with speed limiter and satnav. 

The model also comes with three rear 
head rests, height-adjustable driver’s seat 
and steering reach, automatic door lock¬ 


ing, ECO mode, a boot light, all-round 
electric windows, heated door mirrors, and 
a Media Nav touch-screen multi-media 
system. 

There’s a new chrome grille, front fog 
lights, graphite door handles, leather steer¬ 
ing wheel and gear knob, cruise control, 
rear parking sensors and a seven-function 
computer giving average fuel consumption 
and speed along within information on 
your next service timing. 

Options on this model also included 
leather upholstery, metallic paint, a spare 
wheel, European mapping upgrade and an 
extended five-year warranty. 

Consumption 

There was a touring pack of front arm¬ 
rest, boot luggage net, roof bars and front 
and rear mats. 

Running costs will really attract inter¬ 
est, Dacia claim fuel figures of 70.6mpg 
from the 1.5-litre model on the combined 
cycle and I managed to achieve close to 
that over a week’s driving - in fact I was 
beginning to wonder if the gauge was 
stuck. 

C02 emissions are only 105g/km on 
the model tested and with a top speed of 
104mph and 0-62mph in 11.8 seconds this 
Dacia is no slouch. 

The Stepway is the most comfortable 
Dacia I have driven, with no complaints 
from passengers about the usual hard 
seats or space, though it’s a tight fit for 
three in the back. 

Boot space is impressive and easily 
passed the golf club test.

Fold the seats down and Dacia fits the 
Sandero Stepway with a choice of two en¬ 
gines. 

On both the Ambiance and Laureate 
models buyers can choose from a 0.9-li- 
tre turbocharged TCe petrol engine, or a 
1.5-litre diesel unit, both sourced from par¬ 
ent company Renault. 

The Sandero is not the best drive in 
class though. 


The steering is heavy at low speed and 
doesn’t offer too much response when cor¬ 
nering at speed either. 

Dacia still offers you the cheapest way to 
get behind the wheel of a new car but there 
will still be the worry of residual values for 
prospective buyers to consider. 

The Sandero Stepway is a crossover at 
supermini prices and with its raised height 
is probably the company’s best looker.

Lexus is all charged up

Hybrids aren’t a new thing of 
course, but the idea of living 
with one for six months most 
certainly is. Responsibility 
brings with it a long list of stuff 
you need to put a line through, 
including having fun, being 
frivolous and retaining money 
in your wallet. C’est la vie. 

In any case, my daily routine 
has changed somewhat in recent 
months and it would seem that a 
hybrid has potentially become the 
perfect vehicle for the irritating col¬ 
lection of journeys I now have to 
make. 

There’s a 2.0-litre petrol turbocharged 
version of the Lexus NX now but this is 
the 300h model, pairing a 2.5-litre pet¬ 
rol engine with an electric motor to give 
a choice of all-electric running for short 
distances, just petrol or a combination 
of both depending on the driving mode 
selected. 

In other words you can set the pow¬ 
ertrain up to be super frugal or deliver 
maximum power as well as somewhere 
between the two. 

In a boring and predictable fashion, I 
fully anticipate plenty of the former. 

Unlike the old days when I had a two- 
way commute of 60 miles, I now have to 


scurry across town at all times of day, 
usually bumper-to-bumper. 

In an effort to appease my own guilt 
and all those who think I should spend 
two hours walking my children to school, 
I’m hoping to be able to cover as many 
miles as I can under electric steam while 
still being able to do early morning air¬ 
port runs without the need for a charging 
point. 

The NX is also designed to cope with 
the kind of shenanigans that can only 
come with three kids and a dog. 

Interior 

Being a Luxury specification model 
means this particular NX gets the all-im¬ 
portant leather interior; if you’ve never 
owned an animal of the two or four-leg¬ 
ged variety then you have no idea how 
a leather finish can take the pain out of 
clearing up after those less tidy than 
you. 

Better still, the NX’s cabin looks the 
part, has the all-important high driving 
position and should be practical too. 

The rest of the kit list is also tidy. As 
standard, the NX Luxury gets 18-inch 
alloy wheels, keyless entry and start, 
adaptive cruise control and the large 
7-inch display screen including DAB, 
Bluetooth and USB inputs. 

And there should be something in it 
for me too. 

It’s still early days of course but I’m a 
big fan of the NX’s shape.

For all their qualities, some previous 
Lexus cars have been guilty of too much 
discretion, but the NX is the first car from 
the manufacturer designed to polarise 
opinion. 

That’s ideal, because I like the way 
it looks and I don’t care if no-one else 
does. 

So in theory the Lexus NX should be 


able to deliver the short-distance EV run¬ 
ning to make the school run less painful 
as well as using cheaper unleaded rath¬ 
er than diesel, but still provide the com¬ 
fort and luxury of a premium car. And put 
up with my kids. 

It’s a tall order for any car, but the NX 
has the potential to take it all in its stride.

The Saints are guaranteed 200,000 euros 
(£144,000) for reaching the first qualifying round 
which will increase by 100,000 euros (£72,000) 
should they get through that stage. 

Meanwhile, former TNS coach Carl Darlington 
says he is hungry for fresh challenges after leav¬ 
ing Conference club Wrexham. 

The Dragons first team coach was told his ser¬ 
vices were no longer required at the Racecourse 
following the arrival of new boss Gary Mills from 
Gateshead. 

Although disappointed, the 33-year-old is 
looking to the future and, with a return to TNS 
unlikely, he will be hoping to take his coaching 
expertise to a higher level elsewhere. 

“I know what football is like and I have to ac¬ 
cept it, and move on,” said Darlington who works 
for the Welsh Football Trust. 

“I am a little bit disappointed, but it is football 
and it happens. I said from the start that I was 
not interested in the role of manager.”
